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HISTORY DEPARTMENT 


Roger Cox, K3TYB, has become very interested in the life and works of Benjamin 
Franklin who was, of course, a man of many and varied interests and talents. We are 
all familiar with the story of the kite-flying experiment (‘which is pictured in our 
meeting room at the Institute) but in reading through some material that Roger sent 
us we discovered some other items which are interesting because they relate to the 
growth ofscientific knowledge which ultimately led to our hobby, radio. 


In 1600 Dr, William Gilbert published the first detailed study of magnetism, He 
showed by experiment that the entire earth is a spherical magnet, and he coined 
the word "electricity". 


In 1747 Franklin proved that lightning was a natural form of electricity and he 
recognized that there were two charges which he named positive and negative, terms 
we still use today. 
Franklin wrote specific instructions for duplicating his experiment, including a 
warning against grounding the twine against the building: 
" eeeeeeeWhen the rain has wet the kite and twine so that it can conduct the 
Electric Fire freely, you will find it stream out plentifully from the key on the 
approach of your knuckle. At the key the phial* may be charged, and from the Elec- 
trie Fire thus obtained spirits may be kindled and all other electric experiments 
performed........" 

* The phial was actually an elementary battery from which an alcohol lamp was 
lighted. i 


A dramatic moment occurred in 1860 when Maxwell combined the laws of electricty 
and magnetism with the laws governing light. Thus was born the electromagnetic 
spectrum. 


That Franklin had no idea of the potential uses of electricity is evident in this 
excerpt from a letter he wrote to a friend on August 14, 1747: 


"In going on with these experiments, how many pretty systems do we build, which we 
soon find ourselves obliged to destroy. If there is no other use discovered of 
electricity, this, however, is something considerable, that it may help to make a 
vain man humble." 


Today, some 230 years after Franklin's experiments, his contribution has been dimmed 
by later discoveries and by the rapid advance of science, but it probably would be 
very good for all of us to think about the magnitude of what he did and the humility 
with which he did it. 
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THE STATE OF THE ART 


In what seems to be a not inappropriate follow-up to the article above, we offer the 
following item which appeared in the Philadelphia Inquirer recently: 


"Somewhere in Stratford, Conn. last weekend, there was a fire. But if the firemen 
didn't arrive at the scene on time, it wasn't their fault. 

They had a little problem with the firehouse door. 

When the gong rang, the firefighters jumped onto the truck and strated to pull out. 
That's when the overhead door slammed down on the rear of the fire engine. 


When this sort of thing began to occur regularly, the company that installed the door 


was called in. It found that the automatic door opening device was on the same freq- 
uency as the firetruck radio. Every time the radio was turned on the door came down. 
The problem has been fixed and Stratford can sleep easier now."
